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The Solution for Personal Problems

“44 ing ourselves from what appears to be 
the personal element and unifying our- 
selves with Christ. Of course this is a very gen- 
eral statement of instructions for solving prob- 
lems, for each problem calls for individual treat- 
ment. In general, the solution is virtually al- 
ways the same although its application to the 
problem must be made according to specific 
conditions. 


The fact that there is a problem to be solved 
shows that personal consciousness has entered 
into our affairs and produced it. The first thing 
to do is to get rid of the personal conscious- 
ness and to substitute Christ consciousness for 
it. In personal consciousness we place our self 
and the personal selves of others before all else. 
In Christ consciousness we think first of God as 
Principle and then apply this thought to our 
personal life. 

When two persons disagree, the first step to 
harmony and agreement must be their rising 
above personal thoughts and actions. Each must 
cease to think of what the other has thought, 
said, or done. Both must break with personal 
consciousness. They must cease to remember 
the incident that caused the trouble. Certainly 
they cannot reach a state of agreement if they 
continue to hold in mind their evil thoughts or 
such thoughts as cause personal animosity, bit- 
terress, and possibly hatred. 


Just as the principles of mathematics when 
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rightly understood and applied solve mathemat- 
ical problems, so does an understanding of God 
as Principle solve personal problems. This is 
the principle of love and Truth. There is no 
personal problem that does not yield to its ap- 
plication. 

The consideration of God as Principle 
brings about mutual understanding. Two per- 
sons could not continue in inharmony and give 
first place to the thought of God. They would 
find themselves unable to remember malice or 
personal injury. They would be unable to call 
to mind the memory of injured feelings, and at 
the same time have the mind placed upon God. 

Do you have a personal problem to solve? 
Suppose you became offended at what_some one 
said or did. What shall you do now”? In the 
first place, cease for the time being to think of 
this other person or the incident. Think of God 
as your friend and as the other person’s friend. 
Give the problem entirely into His keeping. Let 
Him present you with the solution and show you 
the steps you need to take to help Him solve the 
problem. 

Personal problems call very emphatically 
for freedom from personal thoughts. You can- 
not expect to solve a personal problem and hold 
personal thoughts in mind. These are as vine- 
gar toa wound. You destroy the healing proc- 
ess when your mind goes back to personal 
thoughts. You codperate with God in His heal- 
ing work when you think with Him. 

Why are personal problems of years’ stand- 
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[THE SOLUTION FOR PERSONAL PROBLEMS 5 


ing so slow in being solved, personal “wounds” 
so slow to heal? Because of personal conscious- 
ness and a clinging to wounding memories. Be- 
cause of the utter neglect of God. 

Do you not see that a solution of your own 
problem must come through the right activity 
—of your own mind? Your own problem can- 
not be solved in any other way. This mental ac- 
tivity must be the activity of the right thought. 
There must be a cessation of inharmonious 
thought and an activity of harmonious thought. 
Your own problems in mathematics could not 
be solved except through your own mental ac- 
tivity and through right thinking. You cannot 
expect your personal problem to be solved in 
any other way. Self must be gotten out of the 
way and God must be given first place in your 
consciousness. 

Many persons have difficulty in solving 
their personal problems because they give too 
much thought to the other fellow. When you 
solve a problem from the standpoint of Truth 
you need not consider what the other fellow 
thinks or does. You have but your own con- 
sciousness to clear. 

In Truth there are no personal problems 
since the personal man has no place in Spirit. 
There are no problems, because in Truth man is 
always harmonious and kind. We have to know 
this truth very thoroughly that we may not 
make concession to adverse beliefs and personal 
problems. All problems yield to God’s work of 
understanding, harmony, love, and justice. 











“Love Envieth Not” 


ae OVE does not envy another’s good for- 
‘" weed, tune. Love does not begrudge another 
tx se, his success or prosperity. Love does 
——<" not believe that another’s success can 
limit its own. Love is prompt to rejoice when 
another has occasion to rejoice over his good 
fortune. 

Many a person does not prosper, because 
envy causes him to limit his consciousness of 
prosperity. When he is envious, he believes 
that another’s prosperity should in some wise 
be shared with himself. He believes that the 
good fortune that comes to another in some 
way takes something from himself. We can 
see that the envious person believes in a limi- 
tation of supply although he may fail to recog- 
nize this limitation in his consciousness. 


The evidence that another has demonstrated 
prosperity should be taken as proof that pros- 
perity can be demonstrated. The demonstra- 
tion should be considered as visible evidence 
that supply can be brought into manifestation 
when it is needed. We should be prompt to 
rejoice over another’s demonstration of pros- 
perity, because it is evidence that there is abun- 
dance in God’s storehouse. 


Do you see that for the sake of your own 
consciousness of prosperity you must not be 
envious? Do you grasp the fact that when 
you envy another his demonstration of pros- 
perity you are admitting to yourself a limita- 
tion? Do you see that when you rejoice at a 
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“LOVE ENVIETH NOT” 7 


man’s having brought prosperity into visibility 
you are admitting man’s ability—your own 
ability—to make the demonstration? 

“Love envieth not.” Love is not jealous of 
a friend’s ability to do a commendable piece 
of work. Love is not envious when another is 
given a preferment or advancement. Love does 
not think of another’s good fortune as having 
power in any way to take anything away from 
itself. 

If you have had difficulty in demonstrating 
success and prosperity, search your conscious- 
ness and see if you are envious. See if you 
believe that another’s success can interfere with 
your own. See if you are in personal conscious- 
ness. 

In making a demonstration of prosperity, 
cease to believe that other persons can inter- 
fere with it. Cease to think that another’s ad- 
vancement can keep you from advancing. No 
longer believe that the demonstration of pros- 
perity can be delayed by what another thinks, 
says, or does. Your own prosperity does not 
depend upon whether another succeeds or fails. 
Prosperity does not derive from personal con- 
sciousness; prosperity emanates from the im- 
personal or Christ consciousness. 

There are many homes where the thought 
of envy keeps members of the family apart. 
Brothers become envious of one another and 
live in an adverse thought atmosphere that 
limits their well-being and success. Families 
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of relatives generate a certain mental poison 
of envy that vitiates their happiness and pros- 
perity. Business associates become envious of 
each other and the whole business suffers be- 
cause of their selfish thoughts. In Truth we 
know that true prosperity is unaffected by per- 
sonal consciousness, and in order to keep our 
mind free from envy and limited thoughts, we 
have to keep it established in Truth. 

Relief from envy comes from the conscious- 
ness of Truth. We cannot be envious when 
we know that in Truth other persons cannot 
interfere with our own success. Their success 
does not have power to limit our own. Success 
is strictly an impersonal thing, and when we 
seek to know more about success, we must cease 
to regard persons. 

Following the derivation of the word envy, 
we come to this meaning: “to look askance at, 
to look with enmity,” to “see against.”” When 
you “see against” another, you are not with 
him in thought. You see contrary to his best 
interests and incidentally contrary to your own. 
Certainly the person who “sees against” an- 
other’s prosperity cannot expect to demonstrate 
prosperity himself. He cannot hope to be pros- 
perous and place a limitation upon the pros- 
perity that comes to another. 

Keep your thought centered upon the 
mighty truth that the prosperity of God now 
comes to you, independent of its coming to other 
persons. Remember that “love envieth not.” 
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\ Healing Treatment Illustrated 


Raeey PANY PERSONS unacquainted with the 
i4q modus operandi of a metaphysical 
=4 treatment for health are somewhat 
. mystified by it. To them it is but a 
series of affirmations and denials more or less 
hypnotic in effect. They think of the treat- 
ment as effective in diseases of the imagination 
but of no use in diseases of any consequence. 
Strictly speaking, a metaphysical treatment 
is not an illustration of the power of mind over 
matter. The body is not held under the power 
of the will. A healing treatment is the opera- 
tion of Truth, Christ. Such a treatment re- 
lieves the body of disease-producing thoughts 
about it and establishes that which is true. The 
human mind has but one part in the work, that 
of being a channel through which Christ— 
Truth—works. 


In a metaphysical treatment we relieve the 
mind of those thoughts which are antagonistic 
to Truth. We think thoughts about the body that 
are true according to the mind of Christ. We 
arrive at a place in the treatment where we 
seem to cease individual thinking and just let 
the Truth of Christ work through us. 

In the mind of Christ man exists perfect 
and whole. This truth remains unchanged re- 
gardless of the extent to which the individual 
accepts disease and outpictures it upon his. 
body. He treats himself metaphysically when 
he relieves his mind of disease thoughts and 
lets the Truth of Christ work. His healing de- 















pends upon but one thing: his ability to let 
Christ work. He must be able to behold in his 
mind’s eye this work of purification, redemp- 
tion, and perfection. 

A healer or one who helps others to catch 
the vision of health is a person trained to pray 
according to Truth. He is able to help the one 
for whom he prays by helping him get rid of 
his disease thoughts and let Christ work. The 
healer does not heal others through personal 
power of his own. His work is accomplished 
through his ability to pray. 

Metaphysical magazines contain testimo- 
nials of healings that often sound miraculous. 
They are modern examples of healing unrivaled 
by healings reported in the apostolic days. We 
see illustrations of healing by prayer that would 
startle us but for the fact that we see and know 
of so many of them that we come to think of 
healing as a matter-of-fact occurrence. 

When the patient catches the vision of his 
perfection in Spirit, healing is sure to result. 
His body may appear to be diseased but this 
appearance soon changes to health when power- 
ful spiritual forces are at work in the process 
of redeeming it from disease and regenerating 
it through Truth. At no time should we let 
the appearance of disease deflect us from our 
purpose of knowing Truth and applying it for 
health. 

A metaphysical treatment loses all its mys- 
tery when we begin to see healing taking place. 

















We are encouraged to give up our adverse 
thoughts entirely in order to give the healing 
processes full rein. After we have experienced 
a healing, even though seemingly inconsequen- 
tial in its scope, we are more encouraged to 
look for healings of a more important nature. 

Remember that you are not healed by your 
own mind. Your mind is the channel through 
which Truth works. Of course, looking at it 
from your own standpoint, you think of your 
mind as the only healing power. In treatment 
and prayer, you reach that high consciousness 
which is apart from mere mental activity and 
in which only Christ is recognized. 

Jesus performed instantaneous healings be- 
cause of His ability to rise to the heights of 
the Christ consciousness wherein is no disease. 
He could so clearly perceive man’s wholeness 
and He instantly wiped from His own and the 
patient’s mind all that appeared as disease. His 
mental process in disregarding disease was the 
same as the operation of your mind when you 
know that a lie is a lie. You cannot accept a 
lie for truth when you know that it is some- 
thing false. You have no difficulty in think- 
ing the truth about a proposition when you 
know what is true about it. 

Many persons have difficulty being healed 
because they permit their minds to lapse from 
thinking Truth and drop back into thinking dis- 
ease as something belonging to them. They 
do not keep the high vision of Truth.

4 LEAR from your thought the belief that 
in Truth there is anything other than 
God, the good. Cease to think of evil 
as something in your life. Know that 
evil is but a false belief that you have enter- 
tained through not knowing the truth of God’s 
omnipotence. You have believed in evil as some- 
thing because you have not realized that in 
Truth God is all in all. 

You will not be able to behold evil when 
your eyes have been educated through Truth to 
see only that which is true. Evil cannot ap- 
pear in your life when you realize that God has 
no rival, no competitor, no other presence or 
power with which to share His omnipresence 
and omnipotence. Sin, evil, and disease ap- 
pear when you believe that there can be some- 
thing in your life other than God, the good. 

When you believe in evil, it appears accord- 
ing to the laws of thought. When you think the 
truth about God, the good, then good is mani- 
fested to the exclusion of evil. No person or 
external thing can cause evil to appear in your 
life if your thought is centered upon God.

We know that 
His presence fills it with life, health, and sub- 
stance. 

If your body manifests disease, you may 
know that you put disease in it by your adverse 
thought. You may be sure that your thought 
is working in opposition to the truth and that 
you are not conscious of God’s presence be- 
cause you are more conscious of the presence of 
disease. You can see that you need to redeem 
your body from your adverse beliefs if it is to 
be ruled entirely by Truth.

Know that this truth frees 
ot es your mind of all misconceptions. Know 
~~ that no thought contrary to Truth can 
exist in your mind when the Truth of Christ 
is implanted there. Realize that Truth rules 
your mind to the exclusion of every contrary 
thought. 

When Truth is implanted in your conscious- 
ness, you cannot think thoughts not in keeping 
with Truth. You cannot think thoughts of evil, 
sin, disease, hate, fear, and lack when you think 
only thoughts of Truth. Remember that the 
Truth of Christ is the truth of your own being. 

The knowledge of Truth sets you free from 
those misconceptions which come from thinking 
adverse thoughts. We think, speak, and act 
from the standpoint of Truth when we have in 
mind no thoughts but those of Truth.
